Traffic Accidents 
Cost Californians 
One Million a Day 

Traffic accidents are costing 
Californians almost a million 
dollars a day, the California 
Highway Patrol has reported. 

The sum is figured by multi¬ 
plying $95,000, the estimated 
cost represented by one traffic 
fatality, by 10, which is the 
average daily traffic death toll 
in the state. 

The sum also includes losses 
incurred in injury and property 
damage accidents. The Patrol 
said the state’s traffic accident 
bill for 1952, with a provisional 
death toll of 3618, was $343,- 
710,000. 

Officials pointed out that last 
year’s multi-million dollar bur¬ 
den was being shared by others 
than those directly involved in 
accidents, especially through 
higher insurance rates. 

Roosevelt To 
Make Public 
Address Here 

James Roosevelt has accepted 
an invitation to address the 
Sierra Madre Democratic Club 
at a public gathering May 18, 
according to an announcement 
at the club’s last meeting Mon, 
day night. 

Much of the club’s agenda 
time was spent in discussing 
the forthcoming School Bond 
election, May 5. It was unani- 
mouesly agreed that although 
there should be nothing politi¬ 
cal about such an election, the 
Democratic Club would endorse 
the bond issue.

Questions and Answers 

1. What has caused delay in 
developing the lots on Auburn 
avenue into a play area? 

The funds for this develop¬ 
ment were from the increased 
tax rate for the year 1951. This 
money has just become avail¬ 
able during 1952 and will be 
spent to develop this as a play¬ 
ground during the summer of 
1953. 

2. Why was consideration not 
given to the nursery property 
on Sierra Madre. boulevard? 

This property was considered 
several times during the past 
six years but was not in the 


final consideration because: 

(a) It is located on a major 
boulevard. 

(b) It is too removed from 
central location in the school 
district since it is in the ex 
treme southeast of the district 

(c) It is not readily acces 
sible to the canyon area which 
has approximately one-third of 
the population. 

3. Why are the seventh and 
eighth graders not being con 
sidered in this planning? 

It is the responsibility of the 
Pasadena City School District 
to furnish housing for the Sier¬ 
ra Madre seventh and eighth 
graders. They are doing this 
at a cost to us of our average 
cost which is a very reasonable 
figure. 

4. Why won’t some of the 
4th, 5th and 6th grades be lo¬ 
cated in the new building? 

For several reasons it would 
be beneficial to have the upper 
grade students at the main 
building, namely: 

(a) The upper grade stu 
dents are the on£s who belong 
to the Student Council, Safety 
Committee, etc., and thus have 
more use for auditorium facil¬ 
ities for assemblies.

LACK TRUE PRAYER 
GUEST PASTOR SAYS 

Capacity audiences at Beth¬ 
any Church heard Dr. Robert 
Schaper, evangelist associated 
with Jack Shuler, in both the 
morning and evening services 
last Sunday. 

Dr. Schraper’s morning ser¬ 
mon was entitled, ‘‘What in the 
World Is the Matter?” Pointing 
to the text in the ninth chapter 
of Mark, Dr, Schraper compared 
the failure of the disciples in 
Christ's day to what he termed 
the “poweriessness” of Chris¬ 
tians today. The fault is lack 
of true prayer throughout 
Christendom, he said.

“In times of adversity 
or perplexity you want a person 
who can pray. Are you that 
type of person?” he asked.

In the evening the title of the 
message was “The Four Hun¬ 
dred,” and the text was I Sam¬ 
uel 22:2. Dr. Schaper compared 
the rejected David to the reject¬ 
ed Christ, and the four hundred 
who came to David in distress, 
debt and discontent, to those 
who come to Christ today 
through adversity. Dr. Schaper 
stated that distress often leads 
to eternal gain and that the 
stimulus of discontent can be 
beneficial as it has been in the 
progress of industrial America. 
In pointing to a third adver¬ 
sity, that of debt, Dr. Schaper 
said, “We owe God every heart¬ 
beat.”

Trained birds from Sierra 
Madre were in the competition 
last Sunday when approximate¬ 
ly 3000 racing piegons were re¬ 
leased simultaneously over the 
San Joaquin Valley at 7 a.m., 
in the 200-mile race from Fres¬ 
no to lofts scattered through¬ 
out Los Angeles County. The 
plucky little birds battled head¬ 
winds for five to six hours to 
reach their home lofts. 

Owners of local entries in the 
race included Hugo Annas, Wil¬ 
liam Stanley, Mike Aranson, 
and Marcus Woodward Jr., all 
members of the Crown City 
Racing Pigeon Club. William 
Stanley’s birds came in ninth 
and eleventh in the club, win¬ 
ning over the other local en¬ 
tries. 

Twenty years ago Sierra Ma¬ 
dre was known among pigeon 
racers for its many large lofts 
and winning birds. History ap¬ 
pears to be repeating itself as 
interest in the sport increases. 
In the race from Tulare on 
April 12, Hugo Annas won not 
only first place in the Crown 
City Club, but received the 
trophy for the Mountain Con¬ 
course, which comprises six 
clubs, and totaled 626 birds in 
the day’s competition. 

William Stanley was sixth in 
the club, and 14th in the con¬ 
course, while Marcus Wood¬ 
ward Jr. raced the winning bird 
in the junior division.

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a poor country Greece is. And 
it is poor, but it seems to us 
that it is poorer than need be. 
For example, Greek wine is 
shipped to France, decorated 
with French labels and thus 
earns American dollars for the 
treasury of France. Greek olive 
oil goes to Italy, finds itself 
labeled Italian and fills the 
coffers there.- Why? Because in 
Greece there is little enterprise, 
imagination, initiative or drive. 
Do not misunderstand me. I 
like the Greeks as a people— 
some of them I love. They arc 
simple, warm-hearted, gallant 
and brave. But they are still 
living in the shadow of a glory 
over 2000 years old. And the 
modern world doesn’t do much 
to help. 

When tourists come to Greece 
what do they want to see— 
what do they want to talk 
about—what do they write 
about? The antiquities! And 
what do they say in utter dis¬ 
appointment and disdain? 
"Why, these Greeke are not the 
Hellenes of 2000 years ago. 
They are a different race—Slav- 
ic, Turkish, Germanic, Egyp¬ 
tian.’’ All right. They’re not 
the same. But what of it! At 
the risk of being considered a 
dolt or a barbarian or worse, I 
confess that I am far more in¬ 
terested in the life and warmth 
and wishful courage that are, 
than in all the wondrous glory 
that was! 

Need World Role 

The Greeks as a nation need 
to feel that they have a real 
place in today’s world—and a 
contribution to make to it. 
They’ve been at the raggle-tag- 
gle end of things for so long 
that they think it’s the only 
place for them. For genera¬ 
tions of turbulent political his¬ 
tory they've held off aggres¬ 
sions of one kind or another and 
fought themselves free again 
when they’ve been defeated. 
They’ve come to regard as nor¬ 
mal their routine of a little fru¬ 
gal peace followed by a great 
deal of violent war. 

And there you have it—when 
did a national sense of inferi¬ 
ority, hopelessness and indiffer¬ 
ence ever breed enterprise, 
imagination, initiative or drive? 
If only we could help them see, 
through our eyes, the things 
they might export to a world 
that really knows very little 
about them, their wonderful 
talent for music, their colorful 


costumes and native dances, 
their art, the physical beauty 
of their country. 

Poverty Is of Spirit 

Perhaps you have begun to 
see—as they have not—that the 
physical poverty of Greece is, in 
part, the result of poverty of 
mind and spirit. And this pov¬ 
erty no government aid on earth 
can dispel however good its in¬ 
tentions. 

The people are hoping, how¬ 
ever, that the Papagos govern¬ 
ment will at least try to take 
stops to strengthen the shaky 
economy and combat the pov¬ 
erty of mind and spirit. One 
such step would be to close the 
terrible gap between wages and 
prices. I did my ineffective bit 
along that line the day before 
New Year’s, the Greek day for 
gift giving. 

I had gone in to Athens to 
the big central food market 
(not recommended for those 
with susceptible stomachs) and 
found the huge square at the 
entrance to the market lined on 
ail sides with stalls and jam¬ 
med full of people. The stalls 
were well stocked with mer¬ 
chandise—some shoddy, some 
fine—but all expensive. The 
people milled about in real 
holiday exuberance, shouting 
at each other, laughing heart¬ 
ily over little things, jostling, 
pushing, clowning. They laugh¬ 
ed at the antics of the mechan¬ 
ical monkeys, gaped at the Ger¬ 
man trains, exclaimed over the 
dolls and fingered the rubber 
balle. But in the end they 
bought balloons for 3000 Dr. 
each (about 20c). 

Car Is Admired 

I had parked the car is front 
of a stall run by a man who 
had once worked for the Ameri¬ 
can Mission here and who knew 
a little English. He admired 
the car at great length, asked 
me why it was so dirty and 
while I explained about Ekali 
mud, began to wipe it clean 
with a rag. Finally he got 
round to asking me if I wanted 
to buy anything. I examined 
his merchandise—tiny mechan¬ 
ical cars—small rubber balls— 
and balloons—listened to his 
prices—$7, $2, 20c—and bought 
a ball and three balloons. He 
shook his head sadly. Business 
was very bad. All these people 
and no money. I pointed out 
that they had money, but not 
enough to meet his prices. Then 
I suggested that he reduce his 
prices—perhaps cut them in 
half. He looked at me as 
though I were crazy and T has¬ 
tened to explain. Five sold at 
half price would earn more 
than one at full price—or more 
than none sold at all. He smil-

Perhaps some of you read the 
article in the Jan. 3 issue of 
SatEvePost about Greece and 
Papagos. In that article, which 
by the way, gives a reasonably 
accurate picture of the prob¬ 
lems that exist here, Mr. Hau¬ 
ser mentions “U.S. Ambassador 
John E. Peurifoy, a cheerily im¬ 
petuous man. ...” I think Mr. 
P.’s cheery impetuosity carried 
him a little too far when he 
said in a speech before a group 
of American women that Greek 
wages have kept pace with in¬ 
flation. 

Nothing appears farther from 
the truth. Greek economy at 
this point resembles nothing so 
much as a flat tire—inflated 
everywhere but at the bottom 
where most Greeks work and 
try to eke out a living. The 
cheapest commodity on the 
Greek market is labor—and 
what an affront it is to the dig¬ 
nity of man when the skill of 
mind and hand is of less value 
than the materials they mold. 

An Ailing Economy 

This is a sick economy—stag¬ 
nant and poor. You cannot talk 
to a Greek for five minutes 
without his telling you what

Everything 
about it is new, except its ad¬ 
dress—15 Kersting court — and 
Ihe old sign that still remains 
above the door: “Sierra News 
Stand.” 

The old-timers in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre will probably continue to 
call it by the old name for 
some time to come, human na¬ 
ture being what it is, but they 
will find nothing inside to re¬ 
mind them of the days when 
they ducked in only for a news¬ 
paper, a quick purchase at the 
tobacco counter—or just to get 
out of the rain. 

They may still go in for the 
same errands, without being 
disappointed: the new maga¬ 
zine rack is 21 feet long and if 
there's a publication it doesn’t 
offer, store owner Sam Perlof 
doesn’t know what it is. But 
these are no longer the sole at¬ 
tractions. What catches the 
eye are the 14-foot light-buff 
walls that seem to bring the 
sunlight in—for ihe first time; 
the huge vent-over, stainless 
steel hood that removes all 
smoke and cooking odors from 
the new grill where food is pre¬ 
pared in the customer’s pres¬ 
ence by Margie Yeager, chief 
cook, and sometimes by Morrie 
Yasskin, manager of the new 
restaurant. 

There’s not a trace of the old 
counter. The new one, seating 
21 people at gleaming Formica 
surface-tops, doesn’t even touch 
the floor around the base. 
That’s because all the new 
equipment has been built to 
conform with the very latest 
standards set by State Health 
and Sanitary Codes. This also 
applies to the all-new plumb¬ 
ing and dish washing mecha¬ 
nisms. Even the dishes are 
new. 

Perhaps one of the most im¬ 
pressive effects within the new¬ 
ly illuminated interior is that 
achieved by the far wall where 
the entire section is made of 
clearheart redwood paneling. 
The rich, soothing effect of this 
panneling continues around the 
counter beyond which there is 
further use of redwood halfway 
up the high walls to where the 
buff colored paint catches more 
light. This, in combination 
with modem fluorescent lights, 
means that the old dark of the 
old stand is gone forever. 

The man who brought about 
these changes is Sam Perlof, 
the pharmacist next door who 


owns the Royal Drug. Since 
taking over the old News Stand 
Jan. 2, his first step was to re¬ 
move a section of the wall sep¬ 
arating the two establishments. 
Contractor for the rebuilding of 
the News Stand was Manuel 
de la Torre, but there were 
times when both Perlof and his 
newly hired manager for the 
Royal Fountain Grill pitched in 
to help with the manual work. 

The combination of the two 
stores—the pharmacy and the 
fountain grill—is the result of 
Perlof’s enterprise in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre since 1939, when he opened 
the Royal Drug after adding 
four years professional experi¬ 
ence to his Bachelor of Science 
degree from the College of 
Pharmacy, University of South¬ 
ern California. 

Perloff hired Yasskin to man¬ 
age the Royal Fountain Grill, 
knowing him to be experienced 
in the food business after five 
years of operating his own mar¬ 
ket here. Yasskin also has 
gained valuable experience in 
super-markets and other phases 
of the food industry. 

Others who will help serve 
the customers of the Royal 
Fountain Grill are Elsie Davis, 
Hazel Hansen, Bonnie Matti- 
odia, Marlys Hurst, and Bill 
Pawlacyk. Chief cook, as pre¬ 
viously stated, is Margie Yea¬ 
ger. All personnel are resi¬ 
dents within the community 
and will contribute their share 
in the operations designed to 
give Sierra Madreans the best 
of service from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m.

Professional Advisory Board 
serves as professional counsel. 

Financing 

Financing of the Nursery 
School operations is on a cost¬ 
sharing basis, supplemented by 
services from the parents and 
other interested members of the 
Association. The low monthly 
contributions are based on a 
pro-rata daily cost schedule 
and are made only if the par¬ 
ents are able to do so. No child 
is denied enrollment because of 
race, color, creed or financial 
inability to share in the cost of 
operations. 

In addition to the above pro¬ 
gram, the extra funds neces¬ 
sary for equipment and main¬ 
tenance are raised by the Ways 
and Means Committee through 
their yearly Rummage Sale and 
occasional fund-raising activi¬ 
ties. The Nursery School Auxil¬ 
iary also assists with the pro¬ 
ceeds from their annual Fash¬ 
ion Show-Tea and other proj¬ 
ects. The Nursery School also 
shares in the Community Chest 
Fund. 

Social Activities 

The Annual Christmas Dance 
and the Family Picnic in June 


provide social activities. There 
are monthly educational meet¬ 
ings, at which experts in the 
various phases of pre-school ed¬ 
ucation and training are guest 
speakers. Weekly staff meet¬ 
ings are held for the mothers 
for training in nursery educa¬ 
tion methods, as part of the 
reciprocal parent-child educa¬ 
tional program. 

A Tribute 

Upon entering its seventh 
year, the Nursery School stands 
as a tribute to the citizens of 
Sierra Madre, the parents, the 
City Council, the Service Clubs, 
the Congregational Church, the 
teaching staff—in other words, 
the community that made it 
possible.

Mrs. James Stivers, Chairman 
of Character Education, intro¬ 
duced the program of the eve¬ 
ning. Mrs. Elizabeth Faiman, 
in charge of the Pasadena 
Girl’s Club, gave a talk on their 
activities which include baton 
lessons, tap, folk, and dramatic 
dancing, a Teen Club, “cook- 
out” luncheons, and many 
types of craft. 

Mr. Paul Mechler explained 
another group, the Indian Y 
Guides, a group of boys from 
the first and second grades, and 
their fathers. The tribes are 
limited to nine members and 
in Field there are two tribes.

six years ago this month by a 
group of 20 parents who want¬ 
ed the best in nursery school 
programs for their children. It 
was held in the Congregational 
Church and in the City Park. 

In 1949, the steadily increas¬ 
ing enrollment indicated the 
need for larger quarters. Early 
in 1950, after a community¬ 
wide fund-raising drive, the 
new school was completed on 
the City water grounds. Part of 
the work was contracted, but a 
large portion was done by the 
fathers. Two large indoor play 
areas and three outside play 
areas for the three different age 
groups were provided at a total 
cost of approximately $8000. 

Dedicated to City 

In July, 1950, the Nursery 
School building was dedicated 
and given to the City of Sierra 
Madre, 

Since the move to the new 
school building, the average 
daily attendance has increased 
to 60 pre-school children from 
Sierra Madre and its environs, 
who attend on two, three and 
five day schedules. 

This growth necessitated the 
addition of another indoor play 
area and a combination par¬ 
ents’ room and office, which 
was completed in December, 
1952. 

The Nursery School is staffed 
by a Director, three professional 
teachers, nurse and janitor, who 
are paid personnel. In addition, 
some of the mothers of enrolled 
children act as regular assist¬ 
ants to the teachers. All other 
mothers give one day a month 
as helpers. 

Parents Work 

Practically all maintenance 
work of the building and play 
equipment is done by the par¬ 
ents. The fathers have their 
regular monthly work days. 

Sponsoring agency for the 
school is the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Nursery School Associ¬ 
ation, a non-profit organization, 
and its Board of Trustees is the 
governing body. The Executive 
Committee, made up of the of¬ 
ficers of the Association and
